1. Calls for .a democratic, fed- 
eral republic to govern the West- 
ern zones' 46,000,000 Inhabltents 
until a government can be formed 
for all Germany.

CST Wednesday), "restoring 
transport, trade and communica- 
tions services in Berlin." 


The order was signed by Gen. V. 
I. Chulkov, the broadcast said. It 
raises the Soviet blockade of Berlin 
at the moment agreed upon by the 
big powers.

It was 
issued shortly after the first bomb 
was dropped in Japan and became 
the subject of a wide controversy. 
Dean is 43 and a native of Se- 
attle, Smyth, 51, was born at Clln 
ton, N. Y.

Plant Converting Coal Into Oil And 
Gasoline Is Dedicated In Missouri

of two big demonstration plants. 


About 500 persons, Including gov- 
ernment officials, military officers, 
members of congress and indus- 
trial leaders, attended the ceremo- 


planta were developed by 
ny.The 
the U, S. Bureau of Mines as an 
answer to the dwindling supply of 
gasoline .and an ever Increasing 
demand. Julius A. Krug, secreta- 
ry of Interior, In his dedication 
speech, called on private Industry 
to get busy on plants of its own 
without delay. He expressed hope 
congress would pass measures ex- 
tending government credit to that 
end. 


Some of the visiting Industrial- 
ists, especially oil men, comment- 
ed adversely on the project. 


They raised doubts as to wheth/ 
er, any serloui shortage of petro- 
Uu« k Uk*lr i«c many y**r« to 


come, but In view of their position 
as guests refused to be quoted. 
One of the plants cost $10,000,000 
and the other half that 
amount. 
The buildings are spread out over 
several acres, with miles and miles 
of exposed pipe. 
The plants will produce not only 
Diesel oil and automobile fuel, bu 
aviation gasoline and a variety o: 
by-products, including alcohols am 
phenol for plastics. The 
plants 


will demonstrate respective merits 
of two basic processes for convert 
ing coal to oil, The two processes 
are called "coal 
hydrogenatlon' 
and 'gas synthesis." By the for 
mer, coal la turned Into oil by for- 
cing hydrogen Into it under grea 
heat and pressure. By the other 
coal Is first turned into gas. 
This city was selected as the site 


for the plants because of its cen 
tral location with respect to majo 
clal fields. Also a synthetic ammo 
nla plant erected here for the ar 
my during the war offered facill 
tie* readily adaptable to produc- 
tion o( *ynth*ti» lu*U.

Landlords Rush 
To File Petitions 
For Higher Rents 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
9.—(IF)— 
Hundreda of thousands of landlords 
are filling out forms needed to in- 
crease 
rents—but 
that doesn't 
necessarily mean a general lifting 
of rent cetlinga. 
This double announcement came 
over tho week-end from 
Federal 
rent officials. 
They Bald: 
1. At least 600,000 landlords have 
already taken out official forms to 
petition for a rent increase, and the 
government is printing an addition- 
al 400,000 application sheets to meet 
the demand, 


2. The rush for such forms is due 
to the fact that, if an increase is 
granted to a landlord, It dotes back 
to the time he filed his petition. 
However, each petition will 
be 


handled separately, for approval or 
rejection. 


The new rent control law directs 
federal official! to set ceilings that 
will reflect a fair net operating In- 
come for landlords. Housing Bpo- 
diter Tlghe Woods released his for- 
mula for determining such a fair 
Income one week ago. 


Under Wood's formula, landlords 
operating one to four 
dwelling 
unite will be allowed rent increases 
if their net operating Income 
is 
less than 25 per oent gross income; 
their rents would be raised to a 30 
per cent level. Landlords operating 
more than four units will be nnr- 
mltted to bring operating income 
up to 25 per cent it the net figure 
i* now b*low 30 per c«nU

MORE MONEY TO LEND 


Last fall the Federal Re- 


serve Board applied more 
strict installment 
buying 


curbs and increased mem- 
ber bank reserve require- 
ments, thus reducing the 
amount of money available 
for loan. These measures 
were intended to have a de- 
pressing effect on the price 
boom. Applied at a moment 
when the boom had just 
about spent itself anyway 
the f e d e r a l restrictions 
doubtless helped to make it 
certain that a downturn in 
business and prices would 
occur. 
Now the Board has liber- 


alized the installment buying 
controls in two separate ac- 
tions, and except in the sale 
of automobiles most install- 
ment regulations are about 
what they were before the 
Board stepped in last fall. 
The Board has also cut re- 
' serve requirements for its 
member banks, so they will 
now have more money to 
lend, rescinding about half 
of the change made last fall. 


Will these recent actions 


of the Board have as much 
stimulating effect on retail 
sales now as the depressive 
orders apparently had in 
the fall? It is hardly likely 
that they will. There are 
very few inflationary forces 
in the retail market now to 
combine with the federal 
measures and increase their 
effect. Food,and some other 
prices have moved upward 
slightly this spring, but the 
rise is regarded as purely 
seasonal. There is still much 
demand for goods, and .em- 
ployment and income are 
still at high levels. But it is 
no longer pent-up demand; 
people no longer buy any 
kind of goods at any price to 
fill pressing needs.

1948 Cotton Crop 
14,868,000 Bales 
By U.S. Estimate 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
6—(IP}— 
The 1D48 cotton crop was estimated 
today at 14,868,000 bales of 500- 
pounds gross weight In a final re- 
port by the agricultural depart- 
ment. 


This compares with 
11,857,000 
bales produced In 1947 and with 
a 10-year average 
of 
12,014,000 
bales, 


Cottonseed production" was put 


at 5,041,000 tons compared with 
1,081,000 in 1047. 


The combined value of cotton 


lint and cottonseed from the 1948 
crop was estimated at $2.641,836,- 
000, the highest In record. The fig- 
ure In 1947 was $2,294,543,000. 
The value of the 1948 crop of 


lint was put at $2,241,077,000 com- 
pared with $1,892,628,000 In 1047. 


The value of the 1948 crop of 


cottonseed was placed at $400,259,- 
000 or about the same as that for 
the 1947 crop. 


The 1948 average price reclved 


by farmers for cotton sold prior 
to May 1, 1049, was 30.1 cents a 
pound against an average of 81.93 
cents for the 1947 crop. The season 
Dverago price of cottonseed was 
$07.30 a ton or about $18.50 below 
tho 1947 average. 


The yield of cotton per acre last 
year was reported at 313.1 pounds 
compared with 267.3 in 1947.

;HE sat there, her luxurious 


brown hair showing just a 


trace of gray, and she toyed with 
the question for just a few seconds. 
"During the depression, wasn't 
it tremendously difficult Just buy- 
ing shoes for your children?" she 
had been asked. 


She paused, not for long, but for 


long enough. You could 
almost 


feel those cold, clammy, terrifying 
days when the nation was crowded 
with gaunt and hungry men, of 
scared women, of bewildered chil- 
dren. 


It was her eyes, mostly. 
Soft, 
but blended with the strength of 
experience. 
Eyes that had seen 
much, and reflected all of it. One 
finds those eyes on honest people, 
hard working people, understand- 
ing people. 


One set there waiting for her re- 


ply, 
and one thought of George 
Meredith. He had seen eyes like 
that. 
One thought of Meredith 
and what he wrote: 


"Bury thy sorrows, and they shall 
rise 
As souls to the Immortal skies, 
And there look down like Moth- 
er's Eyes." 


In those few seconds this tall wo- 
man walked hand in hand with ret- 
rospect. 
You could see her 
in 
cold Chicago, fighting the eternal 
war of freezing weather, and fight- 
ing a far more formidable enemy, 
an economic ruin. 


Shoe.3? Yes, always shoes. 
"Yes," she replied, smiling. "It 
was difficult. 
"But we always found a way 
out." 
And as Mother's Day prepares to 
file across the calendar once more, 
one can think of the millions of 
mothers whose lives have been ded- 
icated to finding "a way out." 


This Mother's Day of 1940 finds 
Mrs. Gladys Straubing, 1336 West 
Fourteenth Avenue, a happy moth- 
er. 


She and her husband, Edward A., 
travelled all the way from Chicago 
to Corsicana to catch up with 
trouble. That was nearly 
two 
years ago. But things are looking 
rather shiny now. 


This tall, slender woman, who 


will reign tomorrow, is quite se- 
rene and happy about things in 
general. 


At 41, Mrs. Straubing, who nev- 
er lived any place else but Chica- 
go and Corsicana, is the mother of 
nine children, and is a grandmother 
of two, with another grandchild ex- 
pected along almost any time now.

Salvation Army 
Discussed Before
